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Two Per Cent Drop In Cattle and 
Calves on Farms Januery 1, 1957 


Texas Has 7,736,000 Head, 9 Per Cent Less 
Than 1956—Two Regions Show Gains

HE number of cattle and calves on farms and 
ranches January 1, 1957, according to the Crop 
Reporting Board, USDA, is estimated at 95,- 
| 166,000 head, down 2 per cent or 1.6 million head 
from the all-time high a year earlier. This year’s 
down-turn followed increases for seven consecutive 
years. Cattle numbers are still 12 per cent above the 
1946-55 average. 

Only two regions, the East North Central and the 
South Atlantic, showed increases in cattle numbers 
from January 1, 1956. All other regions showed de- 
creases, with the West North Central and South 
Central regions showing the greatest decline. A sharp 
reduction of 7 per cent in cattle numbers in nine of 
the Great Plains States (North Dakota, South Da- 
kota, Nebraska, Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas, Montana, 
Colorado, and New Mexico), was only partially offset 
by a 1 per cent net increase in the rest of the country. 

The largest percentage decrease occurred in Kan- 
sas, where inventories were 13 per cent below a year

estimated at 52,207,000 head. This is 5 per cent less 
than the 55,173,000 head on hand a year earlier and 7 
per cent less than the 1946-55 average of 55,963,000. 
All regions showed a decrease in numbers except the 
South Atlantic States which showed an increase of 3 
per cent. In the Corn Belt (12 North Central States) 
which has almost three-fourths of all the hogs, the 
decrease in hog numbers was 7 per cent from January 
1, 1956. The inventory number of hogs decreased 7 
per cent in Iowa, 12 per cent in Minnesota, 4 per cent 
in Missouri, while Indiana increased 1 per cent and 
Illinois remained the same as a year earlier. The 
North Atlantic and Western regions were each down 
8% per cent and the South Central was down 2 per cent. 
Hogs and pigs under 6 months of age on farms 
January 1, 1957, totaled 33,246,000 head, 2 per cent 
below the 34,062,000 on farms a year earlier. The 
increase in slaughter was largely due to an increased 
cattle kill, with cattle slaughter up 1,134,000 head 
and calves up only 72,000 head. Imports of 127,000 
head of cattle aiid calves from Canada and Mexico 
during the first 11 months of 1956 were only 43 per 
cent of the 298,000 head for the similar period of 
1955. Imports from Canada during this period of 1956 
totaled 46,000 head compared with 64,000 head during 
the same period of 1955, while imports from Mexico 
were 81,000 head and 234,000 head, respectively. 
Hogs and pigs on farms January 1, 1957, were 
down 5 per cent from 1956 and the total at 52.2 mil-

the per head value of hogs on farms January 1, 1957, 
to $24.70, an increase of 40 per cent over the $17.70 
value for 1956. This higher per head value increased 
the total dollar inventory of hogs on farms this year 
to $1,287 million, nearly one-third higher than the 
1956 value of $978 million. Commercial hog slaughter 
in 1956 at 7%.7 million head was 6 per cent above the 
74.2 million head for 1955. 

Sheep and lamb numbers declined 1 per cent dur- 
ing 1956 and the January 1, 1957, number at 30.8 mil- 
lion head was the smallest since 1951. The number of 
sheep ard lambs on feed at the beginning of this year 
totaled 4.5 million head, up 5 per cent from 1956 and 
the highest since 1948. Stock sheep numbers at 26.4 
million head on January 1, 1957, were down 2 per cent 
or 642,000 head from 1956. A classification break- 
down on stock sheep comparing January 1, 1957, num- 
bers with 1956 shows ewe lambs down 3 per cent; all 
lambs down 4 per cent; ewes, down 2 per cent; rams, 
down 3 per cent; and wethers, down 8 per cent.

Here, briefly, are the details: All producers of 
cotton, corn, wheat and tobacco could put feed grain 
land up to 18 per cent of their allotments into the 
acreage reserve. For this, they would draw the higher 
of either (1) the straight corn reserve payment (which 
amounts to 90c a bushel multiplied by normal yield), 
or (2) 60 per cent of the support price on the normal 
yield of feed grains. Payments would range between 
$10 and $50 an acre, and apply to grain sorghums, 
barley, rye, oats, soybeans, flaxseed, and corn and 
wheat not under allotments. 


Farmers who grow only feed grains, except corn, 
and no allotment crops—could put 15 per cent of 
their tillable land into a new feed grain acreage re- 
serve and draw a flat payment of $15 an acre. 


* * * 


The Poage “deferred grazing” bill, already ap- 
proved by the House, has been hung up temporarily 
in the Senate. It was scheduled to be rushed through 
the upper chamber until Secretary Benson called 
“foul.” After the White House sends up its recom- 
mendations on drouth relief, based on his January 
tour, the Senate will get going. 

Before the White House made recommendations, 
the key proposal was expected to be on “deferred 
yrazing.”

Step up the current “deferred grazing” part of the 
Agricultural Conservation Program, ACP. If this 
recommendation is made, watch for howls from the 
Southwest’s congressional contingent. 


The difference between the Poage bill and the 
ACP idea, of course, is that deferred grazing would 
cost less under ACP. ACP pays up to half of the cost 
of any conservation practice, including deferred 
grazing. Poage’s bill calls for $1 to $1.25 an acre in 
“rental” payments. On this basis, ACP would pay 50¢ 
to 75¢ an acre. Poage says ACP now pays about 30c 
an acre “in his district.”

Talk of price-wage controls should not be entirely 
ignored. While Ike’s intention apparently was merely 
to sound a warning to industry and labor to keep 
their price and wage demands “in line,” officials 
confide that it is a real possibility—if inflation gets 
out of hand or we get into a shooting fracas some- 
where in the world.

Radio-equipped 
Association cars such as this one help field inspectors, who are 
also special Texas Rangers, with law enforcement problems relat- 
ing to cattle theft.

One of the major services the Association renders to its members 
is a complete brand inspection service at the major livestock 
markets in the Southwest. Here Arnim and brand inspector Frank 
Savage check the brands on a load of cattle at the San Antonio 
Union Stockyards.

Field Inspector J. E. Hodges, who serves the county in which

Talking to Association president John Biggs, of Vernon, Texas, 
Arnim is told about the general policies the Association has 
established which enables the organization to render as many 
services as possible to its membership. Biggs is a rancher, as 
ere the other officers and 100 directors, who, along with the 
president, are in constant touch with problems affecting the beef 
cattle industry and who in turn at regular meetings determine the 
policies and activities that govern the Association 


Henry Biederman, editor of The Cattleman, the Association's 
official publication, explains to member Arnim that the magazine 
has a circulation of 28,000 and has been serving the beef cattle 
industry for 42 years. The Cattleman enjoys an excellent reader 
ship among cattlemen all over the United States and in 40 foreign 


countries and is rated among the top livestock publications in 
the nation 


Judge Joe G. Montague, Association attorney, tells Arnim about 
his work in connection with legislative matters that affect the 
beef cattle industry and how he works with Association field in 
spectors as a “zecial prosecutor in cattle theft cases. Montague 
represents the Association in Washington and in state legislatures 
and has played an important part in the passage of many laws 
beneficial to the beef cattle producer 


The most complete set of brand records in the Southwest is 
located at Association Headquarters in Fort Worth. Here Asso 
ciation assistant Secretary Ernest Duke shows Arnim a part of 
the indexed file of Texas recorded brands which is believed to 
contain well over 200,000 brands. These brands are in addition 
to those of the Association's 10,000 members. He also explains 
how these files ore used in the day to day investigations of owner 
ship of livestock, how such files are kept current, and how new 
information is transmitted to all field and market inspectors in 
order that they also may have a complete and up-te-date record 
of the brands of the members at all times 
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Tommy Harrison is standing in Wilman lovegrass, hand 
planted on cut-over cedar land.

The planting was made by hand 
approximately 4 years ago. At the time the photo was taken, the grass 
was being grazed by livestock. The use of common Buffelgrass has 
proven successful in range seeding in Llano, but has met with only 
partial success on turned out cropland 
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is H. T. Harrison. With wise manage- 
ment, Harrison has increased beef pro- 
duction on his ranch from about ten 
pounds of beef per acre to approximately 
forty pounds per acre. As an important 
by-product, deer, quail and wild turkey 
have increased in proportion. These re- 
sults were accomplished from 1950 
through 1956. 

Since most grass seed can be stored 
for three years without loss in germin- 
ation, if properly stored, Harrison keeps 
a supply of grass practically all the time. 
The reason for keeping a reserve on 
hand is that good seed crops are not 
made every year. 

Harrison has used native and intro- 
duced grasses in range seedings follow- 
ing brush control and accidental fire on

He wanted to get in on the 
big buffalo hunt, and the frontier was 
the ideal place to hide from the law 
He and his partner, a man named Russell, 
had a big outfit that included twenty- 
five yoke of oxen, six good mules and 
both heavy and light wagons. 

I liked White and asked to go with 
him on the buffalo range, offering to go 
as a skinner if he needed one. 

“IT don’t need a skinner,” he replied 
“and it’s still unsafe to go out on the 
range. You can go with me to our camp 
on Kiowa Creek, west of here, and when 
we can hunt I'll give you a job,” he 
promised. 

This suited me and in a few days we 
left Griffin and traveled over the Mac- 
Kenzie trail towards the plains country. 
When we got to what is now Haskell 
county, we left the trail and went about 
20 miles to Kiowa Creek where camp was 
made, Tepees of buffalo hides made our 
shelters. 

I soon learned 
that Russell, 
White’s partner, 
was restless and 
dissatisfied.

White and I hunted together until the 
spring of 1878 when the buffalo hunt 
was over. I have always thought that 
he was the most outstanding hunter and 
frontiersman of my acquaintance, No 
better shot ever touched the trigger of 
a Sharp’s rifle.

There was 
nothing that he had not done from bull 
whacking to buffalo hunting.

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you were never out of sight of buffalo 
hides. 

Lead was as staple in the buffalo 
supply stores as powder, primers and 
patch paper. We bought it in bars, or 
pigs, weighing fifty to one hundred 
pounds, or in small bars in small sacks 


| of 25 pounds. It was not uncommon to 


buy four or five, twenty-five-pound kegs 
of DuPont black powder and five hun- 
dred pounds of lead at a time. I have 
seen a six-yoke team of oxen loaded 
with nothing but lead. 

In February 1878 Jim White and I 
left for our old hunting ground in Motley 
county at the foot of the plains on what 
was to be our last buffalo hunt. In May 
of that year we had been north, but all 
of that country was under martial law 
and the United States government would 
not let us hunt. Sitting Bull was on the 
rampage and would have liked nothing 
better to get hold of our guns and am- 
munition, killing us in the bargain. We 
came back to Texas thinking there might 
be a chance for another hunt, but the 


| cattle were coming and there were few 


buffalo. There was no town of Amarillo 
then. We took the Mexican buffalo 
hunter’s trail to the Quitaque near the 
present town of Turkey. Our first buffalo 
were found on Bridle Bit Creek, so we 
made camp there, This creek had been 
named Bridle Bit because a man had 
brought in a herd of cattle with that 
brand, 


Killed Out Herd of 200 Buffalo in Week 

We killed out a herd of about 200 
buffalo, mostly cows and calves, and 
young buffalo, with only a few bulls, in 
a week's time. Each of us had a wagon 
and two skinners. When we killed the 
cows I suggested killing the calves, too, 
because their little red pelts would be 
worth something. From then on we killed 
everything. It was no worse than the 
slaughter on the cattle trail. I have seen 
hundreds of calves dropped on the bed 
grounds and the cows driven away leav 
ing them to starve to death. I have seen 
cows drop calves as they were traveling 


| along and the cowboys would not let 


the cow even look at her calf. These 
cows had to be roped, hobbled or necked 
that night or they would have gone back 
to the bed ground of the night before. 
There was a terrible waste of cattle as 
well as buffalo. 

I located and killed the last small 
bunch of buffalo, about twenty-five cows 
and calves and a few yearlings east of 
our camp. The skinners and White heard 
me shooting and came with the wagon. 
It didn’t take us long to skin them. 
Those were the last buffalo that we 
killed in Motley county. 

After killing that small herd and 
skinning them, we left our wagons with 
the skinners and headed for the Las 
Linguas where we soon located another 
herd, but we also located horse tracks. 
Soon a cowpuncher rode up and told us 
that Baker was moving in 2000 cattle 
to the Quitaque range from the Cimarron 
to establish a ranch. That ended our 
hunt and the sky wasn’t any bluer than 
our cussing as we rode back to our 
wagons.

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The next day we loaded up, hides on 
one wagon, camp equipment on the other, 
and pulled for Ballard Springs, where 
Henry Hamburgh, a Jew, ran a small 
store in a dugout. He bought our last 
hides, and told us they were playing out. 
“I'll have to find something else to buy 


or close shop,” he told us. 


A few days later White and I shook 


hands on Tongue River and said adios. 


He was heading for the Las Vegas 
Country where black tail deer were thick. 
He planned to sell venison to the rail- 
road construction camps. Since I would 
not need the wagon anymore I gave him 
my interest in it, and took the best 
saddle horse we had, along with a pack 
horse. I planned to ride out on the Pecos 
where the Lincoln County War was boil- 
ing. Rumor had it that anyone who could 
use a Sharps rifle or fire a cannon could 
make $3.50 per day, no matter which 
side he fought on. 

White and I had a partnership dog 
named Lobo which both of us loved. He 
was a great shepherd and gray wolf mix 
ture. When we parted, White wanted the 
dog and so did I. So we decided to let the 
dog choose his own companion. Neither 
of us spoke to him. White crawled on 
his wagon and headed for Las Vegas. 
I mounted my horse and headed toward 
Blanco Canyon. The dog watched the 
wagon roll off, then turned and trotted 
after me. He was my dog and I was glad 
to have him trotting behind me as I 
rode across the lonely plains. 


White and His Party Killed by Indians 

White and I never met again, I heard 
later that he and his party who were 
hunting buffalo on Milk River in Mon- 
tana in 1881 had all been brutally killed 
by the Sioux Indians. 

My partner, Jim White, once identi- 
fied a hunter, named George Causey, and

who had been found in his camp.

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the Mexicans had practiced for hundreds 
of years, and was also a great sport. 
They had been coming to that section 
of the plains for years to kill and jerk 
beef. They had no guns but used a lance 
made from a bayonet or cld rasp, fas- 
tened to a long pole. The cibolero held 
the lance by a hole in the end, through 
which he also had a loop of rawhide 
string. After lancing the buffalo he put 
this loop over his saddle horn and used 
both hands in the kill. The horses ridden 
were exceptionally well trained and were 
also fleet of foot. It was simple to lance 
a buffalo in a herd, but when a particu- 
lar animal was singled out, a good horse 
was a necessity. 

I have seen a man lance as many as 
sixteen buffalo on one run in a big herd. 
I believe that Charles Goodnight and I 
were the only two cowmen on the plains 
that had the thrill of watching these 
Mexican lancers on a kill. 

Naturally, Causey and the other hunt- 
ers, with their fourteen and sixteen 
pound Sharps rifles, soon put an end 
to the Mexican lancer’s hunt and a state 
of war existed between the factions. 
Many fine Mexican buffalo horses were 
killed along with some of their riders. 

One time Causey had located a herd of 
several hundred buffalo and was just 


| getting ready for a kill when three or 
| four Mexicans charged into the herd and 
| stampeded them, Causey went to work 


with his Sharps .45 but not on the run- 
ning buffalo. He killed several fine 
Mexican horses. 

Soon other hunters rode up, as 
as the Mexican hunters with their pack 
burros. Causey then told them that they 
could have all the meat from the animals 
he killed, except what was needed in 
camp, along with one half of the tongues. 
The Mexicans agreed and made camp 
near Causey. In the long run they had 
more buffalo meat than they could use. 
Other hunters made similar agreements 
and the disputes were settled. However, 
this put an end to the cibolero and his 
ancient skill of buffalo lancing. 

In the fall of 1882 I let Causey have 


well 


| the money to buy supplies to kill a small 


herd of buffalo, perhaps one hundred, 
in the sandhills between Cedar Lake 
and the new Texas and Pacific Railroad. 
He said he would haul them to Midland, 
ship them whole to St. Louis and make 
more money than he could out of 500 
hides. He outfitted for the hunt in Colo- 


rado City. He camped that winter on 


| Cedar Lake and finally located the herd 
| near some rain water lakes in West 


Texas, near the present town of Semi 
nole, When the buffaloes were killed 


| their entrails were taken out and the

‘arcasses loaded on a wagon. It was cold 
weather and the meat kept fresh. It was 
hauled to Midland and sent by express 


to St. Louis. It took two months to kill

| camped there in 1880. He later went to 
| work for J. P. White, manager of the 


LFD Cattle Company, then operating the 
old John Chisum Ranch on the Pecos. 
One morning he was chasing a bunch of 
mustangs when his horse stepped into 
a badger hole and fell. Causey was not 
found for two days and was more dead 
than alive. He was taken to Roswell on 
a saddle blanket tied between two horses. 
He later spent several months in a St. 
Louis, Mo., hospital, seemed to be com- 
pletely recovered, and married his 
nurse. However, he often complained of 
pain in his head and one day shot him- 
self through the heart. 

During Causey’s thirteen years of 
buffalo hunting he probably killed as 
many as forty thousand buffalo. He was 


| a good hunter, and a good friend. 


. * * 


Naturally there were some aristocratic 
sport hunters from the East and from 
Europe who came to the West to hunt 
buffalo. Among them was the Grand 
Duke Alexis of Russia, son of Czar 
Alexander II. He was a guest of Presi- 
dent U. 8S. Grant who sent him and his 
large retinue to Fort Riley, Kans., by 


| rail. There a big buffalo hunting party 
| was arranged in his honor by General 


Philip Sheridan and William Cody, later 


| known as Buffalo Bill, who accompanied 


him on the hunt and gave him some 


| coaching in shooting. 


* * * 


I saw Elliott Roosevelt, a brother of 


| President Teddy Roosevelt, and his party 
| riding across the buffalo range with 


their stag hounds and pointers in the 
year 1877. Their camp was about thirty 
miles from ours. There were six or seven 
men in their party, including John 
Roosevelt, a cousin, and other young 
men from New York. They came to Fort 


| Worth by train and outfitted there for 
| the hunt. They had two wagons, eight 


work horses, and a good saddle horse 


| each, After leaving Fort Griffin they 
| followed the MacKenzie Trail, then 


branched off and took the Salt Fork 


| of the Brazos to the north of the Cat- 


fish where they camped. They made the 
mistake of not having an experienced 
guide along, and suffered for water. It 
was rumored that their horses nearly 


gave out on the trip. 


Naturally the New Yorkers were not 


| popular with the professional hunters 
| because their dogs kept the buffalo on 
| the move. There were still a few bands 


of marauding Indians in the country. 
They raided camps when they could, and 
killed one hunter. It was always my 
opinion that the hunters in the vicinity 
of the “city hunters” got their fill of 
the easterners and planned a little 
strategy to drive them out. At any rate 
their camp was supposedly attacked by 


Indians one night, shots were fired and 
| all of their horses, except a four-horse 
| team were driven off. After this attack 
| other hunters warned them not to go 


out on the range again, that there was 
too much danger from Indians. The New 
Yorkers took their advice. They loaded 


| their supplies and what hides they had

I saw Bill James once, a fabulous buf- 
falo hunter in the Platte River Country. 
He had a big outfit, some twenty odd 
men, one hired killer, twelve skinners, 
cooks, hide peggers and teamsters. He 
did things in a big way and bought 
Sharps rifles by the case, and shot only 
the big fifties. It was said that he killed 
10,000 bulls on the Platte in 1871 and 


| got $25,000 for their hides. He then 
| paid off his men, left money at a store 


to feed them, and took $20,000 to St. 
Louis which he blew in on a big spree 
that lasted two months. He had to bor- 
row money from Goldstein and Co. to re- 
turn to the buffalo range. (One of the 
Goldstein's hide buyers in Texas told 
me this was a fact.)

One writer said that the buffalo hunt- 

ers were the dregs of the border towns 


| and railroad camps. This was not the 


case. Naturally out of the twenty thou- 
sand hunters reported to have taken part 
in the big hunt, there were some tough 
hombres who had come West for various 
and sundry reasons. The hunters I knew 
were good average men, trying to make 


| a living in the West, and didn’t deserve 


to be called dregs! They were real men. 


| They had to be to kill off and market 


the hides of some fifty million buffalo 
in thirteen years in a country without 
any semblance of civilization or protec 
tion from either the United States or 
state authorities. 

Yet I am sure most of those hunters 
feel as I do today about the extermina- 


| tion of the buffalo from our western 


plains. Never in the history of the world 
has there been such a wholesale slaugh- 
ter, and another can never equal it. There 
were millions of rotting carcasses cover- 
ing the plains from the Arkansas to the 
Concho, Yes, I hate to think of it today.

ET those who profess to be connois- 
seurs of corn pone equip themselves 

4 with a couple of one-pound coffee 
cans, along with an ample quantity of 
corn meal, then gather ’round the draft- 
ing board for the blueprinting of a recipe 
which puts ordinary run-of-the-mill pone 
right up at the top of the heap in gour- 
met bakery. 

Might be that the formula to follow is 
old, familiar stuff to some who read 
these lines, and one that has passed me 
by during several decades of turning out 
corn bread in its various artistic forms, 
but even so it’s a prescription that’s well 
worth passing along for the illumination 
of those who are inclined to regard pone 
among the plebian fodders, 

The specifications read like this: 

INGREDIENTS: One and a half cups 
of yellow or white corn meal; one cup 
of flour, sifted; one scant teaspoon of 
soda; two teaspoons of baking powder; 
two teaspoons of salt; three tablespoons 
shortening; one egg; half a cup of un- 
sulphured molasses; two cups of butter- 
milk, 

METHOD: Grease the two one-pound 
coffee cans and divide the batter between 
the two cans. Now, take a large boiler 
(with lid) big enough for the cans to 
fit into, and fill the boiler about half 
full of water. Bring to a boil and then 
set the cans of batter into the water 
Turn the fire low enough so that the 
water won't boil into the cans, cover the 
pan with the lid, and cook for two and a 
half or three hours. If water boils too 
low add some more hot water.

The foregoing Steamed Corn Bread can 
be slipped out of the cans and served hot 
with butter, or the cylinders can be al- 
lowed to cool and wrapped in foil to be 
kept in the refrigerator. In the latter

METHOD: Mix together the ground 
beef and rice. Stir in the salt, black pep- 
per, celery salt, green pepper, grated on- 
ion and garlic. Form into 18 small meat 
balls. Pour the tomato juice into a large 
skillet, add the cloves, worcestershire 
sauce and sugar and mix well. Then add 
the meat balls, cover and simmer over 
a low heat for an hour, or until the rice 
in the center of the meat balls is tender. 
Remove the lid occasionally and turn the 
meat balls over if they aren’t completely 
covered with the tomato juice. Add more 
tomato juice to make more sauce if de- 
sired. Some of the rice will cook into the 
tomato juice and thicken the sauce. Serve 
on a hot platter.

Who says that hamburgers are humble 
fare? If there are any such in the au- 
dience let them carry to conclusion the 
directions in the following little essay 
and then admit the error of their theory. 
Here’s the pitch on some super-handling 
of that old standby: 

INGREDIENTS: One pound of ground 
beef; one teaspoon of salt; eighth a tea- 
spoon of pepper; fourth a teaspoon of 


| monosodium glutamate; six large onion 


slices; one can of cream of celery soup; 


| one teaspoon of dry mustard; half a 
| teaspoon of worcestershire sauce; fourth 
| a cup of chili sauce; two cups of cubed 


sharp cheddar cheese; and three ham- 
burger buns. 

METHOD: Combine ground beef, salt, 
pepper and monosodium, mixing well. 
Shape into six patties and place in a 
baking dish. Top each patty with a slice 
of onion, Mix soup, mustard, worcester- 
shire sauce and chili sauce in a sauce- 
pan and heat. Add cheddar cheese and 
continue to heat, stirring constantly until 
cheese is melted. Pour sauce over ham- 
burgers in the baking dish, then bake in 
a pre-heated 350-degree oven for 30 min- 
utes. Serve each patty on a toasted, but- 
tered half bun.

INGREDIENTS: One envelope of 
plain gelatin; fourth a cup of cold water; 
two eggs; half a cup of sugar; one and 
a half cups of hot milk; one-third cup 
of California sweet sherry wine; fourth 
a teaspoon of salt; one cup of whipping 
cream; fourth a cup of finely chopped 
walnuts; one 9-inch baked pie shell; one 
tablespoon of sugar for cream; grated 
or shaved unsweetened chocolate. 

METHOD: Soften gelatin in cold wa 
ter. Separate eggs and beat yolks with 


| one-fourth cup of the sugar and stir into 
| the hot milk. Cook and stir over hot 


water until mixture coats spoon. Add 
gelatin and stir until dissolved. Remove 
from heat and cool. Blend in sherry 
Chill until slightly thickened. Beat egg 
whites with salt until barely stiff, and 
gradually beat in remaining sugar. With

The Journey of the Flame has so delight- 
fully emphasized. 

We shall meet later on the herds of 
cattle that the Spanish in 1790 began 
building up along the valleys of the 
Santa Cruz, the San Pedro and the So- 
noita Rivers in what is now southern 
Arizona, and that were, about 1822, 


| abandoned to run wilder than the 


Apache Indians who killed and extirpated 
the owners. Probably none of the cattle 
that Coronado took into New Mexico sur- 
vived. Those introduced by colonists sixty 
years later did not increase extensively. 
Under both Spanish and Mexican rule, 
New Mexico was more of a sheep coun- 
try than a cattle country. There was no 
significant development of the range 
cattle industry in Arizona and New Mex- 
ico until after the Civil War. 

The Spanish cattle of California, how- 
ever productive of hides, had small part 
in the conquest of the West by the Long- 
horns. Certain facts out of their record, 
however, contribute to the establishment 
of the character of the breed. 

In 1769 the San Carlos, called “the 
Mayflower of the West,” landed at San 
Diego with six or seven head of cattle 


| along with colonists, hens, red pepper, 


garlic and other requisites for a settle- 
ment. Other stock followed, and before 
the close of the century there were prob- 
ably a million head of cattle in the prov- 
ince. At first the herds belonged largely 
to mission ranches, but in time anybody 
willing to put up a house and locate a 
hundred head of cattle could procure 
from the Government a grant to a league 
(about 4,438 acres) or more of land. The 
breeding of cattle was the only remuner- 
ative occupation of California before its 
annexation to the United States, and the 
ranching industry determined the whole 
structure of the land’s society 
Worth in Hides and Tallow 

The value of the cattle lay almost sole 
ly in the worth of their hides and tallow 
The hide trade became quite active about 
1826. Ships brought cloth, cutlery, brass 
kettles for rendering tallow in, a great 
variety of articles, to sell and to barter 
for the hides and tallow. One competent 
authority estimates that from 1800 to 
1k4% five million hides were exported 

Sometimes vaqueros rode the cattle 
down, out on the prairies, and lanced 
them, Indian followers skinning the dead 
animals and wrapping the tallow up in 
the hides. The diet of the inhabitants 
was chiefly meat, with tortillas. Often 
only a single mess of meat was cut from 
the carcass of a freshly killed animal. 
The killing season for commercial pur 
poses having arrived, cattle were driven 
from the rodeo ground to some spot near 
wood and water. Although bulls were 
eaten, mostly mature steers were slaugh- 
tered, the cows and bulls being left for 
breeding. The custom was to cut out fifty 
beeves at a time, roping and dragging 
them one by one to the butchers, who 
stuck them. Two days were allowed for

Following 1770, ranching all up and 
down the San Antonio River declined 
rapidiy. During the seven years preced- 
ing 1778 the vast herds of the Mission 
Espiritu Santo were rounded up only 
three times. The Comanches, Apaches, 
and Lipan Indians slaughtered cattle in 
“unbelievable” quantities. The Lipan In- 
dians, it was claimed by owners, at one 
time killed and ran off 22,000 head from 
the San Antonio territory. There were 
times when the Comanches left hardly 
a broken horse for the town’s population 
to ride, and men were afraid to venture 
beyond the immediate protection of the 
fort. 


With no demand for hides and with ex- 
ports to French-owned Louisiana inter- 
dicted, cattle were usually worth very 
little. Occasionally a herd of a hundred 
or so—horses more than cattle—was 
smuggled across the Sabine. The small 
amount of dried beef carried in bales on 
pack animals to cities in Coahuila added 
little to the demand for cattle. There was 
no money in the country. While Louisi- 
ana was under Spanish dominion (1763- 
1800), herds of cattle numbering as high 
as 2,000 head each were driven from the 
mission ranges down the San Antonio 
River to stock Louisiana territory. This 
trade, sporadic and short-lived, was 
largely the result of the Government’s 
claim to all unbranded cattle and to the

Prized Bulls More for Fiestas 


The population of the missions, Es- 
piritu Santo and Rosario, prized bulls 
more for fiestas than for breeding. Mat- 
adors and bull-rings may have been 
wanting, but on the “days of the bulls” 
there were bull-tailing, bull-riding and 
bull-roping. If a bull was to be turned 
into a steer, it was more fun to rope him 
on the range after he was grown than to 


twist him down as a calf. The way the 
cattle were handled or not handled, as 
well as the open range itself, produced 
countless runaway cimarrones, 

A Frenchman who Texas in 
1767 began noticing west of the Brazos 
River, “horned cattle, originally tame,

A wagon and 
some mules are made ready, a couple of 
axes are put into it, and some butcher- 
knives, a whet-stone, and perhaps a 
hatchet.

But often they would have noth- 
ing to do with the truly domestic stock, 
probably repelled by the human taint 
they bore. On the other hand, the settlers’ 


cattle showed a strong disposition to 


take up with the wild ones. After all, 
such stock as the colonists brought to 
Texas were not generally too “fine- 
haired” for the wilderness. A fine-haired 
bull could hardly survive the native 
range bulls. Towards the beginning of 
the present century General Manuel Tre- 
vino, owner of the great La Babia ha- 
cienda in northern Coahuila, was siring 
his herds with bulls famous among pat- 
rons of bullfights in Mexico City and 


| elsewhere as “Piedras Negras toros.” He 


castrated his calves only every other 
year, in alternate years leaving all the 
males to breed and fight. Finally, how- 


| ever, having listened to the preachers of 


progress, he bought a wholesale quantity 


| of Hereford bull yearlings and scattered 


them over his ranges. Before they had a 
chance to mix with the cows, the native 
bulls killed all of them. 

Not all—-probably not a majority—of 
the Spanish cattle in colonial Texas ran 
wild. Many of the original ranchos, de- 
spite Indian depredations, had great 
numbers of cattle under control between 
the Nueces and the Rio Grande. Yet the 
rancheros and their Indian vaqueros 
whether in Texas, Mexico or California 

handled the branded stock in a way to 
make them as feral in instincts as the 
mustangs. The owners wanted them wild, 
as a protection against raiding Indians. 
They followed the principle on which the 
Arkansas stock judges awarded the prize, 
over Poland China sows and Duroe-Jer- 
sey boars, to a varicolored bunch of 
long-snouted, long-tusked, long-legged, 
long-tailed native razorbacks. “A hawg 
in this country,” the judges announced, 


| “ain’t no ‘count ‘less he can outrun a 


nigger and outfight a b’ar.” In Cali 
fornia, as in Texas, the cattle had a rep- 
utation for being “more dangerous to 
footmen than grizzly bears.” 

The Spanish chroniclers consistently 
neglected to describe their cattle. When

were bidding against each other, in 1595, 
for the privilege of leading a colony into 
New Mexico and becoming captain-gen 
eral of that province, Onate promised to 
take—along with 500 pesos’ worth of 
jerked beef, 3,000 sheep for wool, 1,000 
sheep for mutton, 1,000 goats, and a 
great number of mares, colts and horses

quick, uneasy, restless, constantly on the 
lookout for danger, snuffing the air, and 
moving with a light, elastic step. In their 
sense of smell they were fully the equal 
of deer. A wounded bull has been known 
to hunt for his enemy by scent, trailing 
him on the ground like a bear. 

The horns were long, compared with 
the horns of cattle of New England and 
Missouri, but probably never the equal 
in length of those that gave a name to 
the breed we are progressing towards. 
The horns were generally trim, the horny 
substance itself so thin at times as to be 
translucent when the bone was removed. 
This thinness of the cornuous substance 
was in marked contrast to the thickness 
generally characteristic of the wide- 
horned Mexican cattle. White horns, jet- 
ted at the tips, on coal-black bulls made 
a striking sight. There were black horns 
too. A few of the cattle were “muleys,” 
hornless. I am not convinced that the 
muleys could cut with their hoofs, in the 
manner of deer or antelopes, as has been 
claimed. However, the Texas cattle could 
use their hoofs in one way so effectively 
that instead of saying “kick like a mule,” 
the Texan said “kick like a bay steer.” 

In attempting to revive the extinct wild 
aurochs or urus by breeding selected in

Whereas 
these ‘‘biack cattle” were in the old days 
called “Spanish,” the broad- and heavy- 
horned type—just “‘cattle’-—were nearly 
always called ‘‘Mexican.” They came also 
from Spain, where their dun prototypes 
may be seen today, more common as oxen 
than in the bull-ring. I cannot adduce 
figures to back up the assertion, but I 
am sure that a high percentage of the 
cattle that before the Texas Revolution 
ranged between the Nueces River and 
the Rio Grande, and also southward from

the Rio Grande, were of the many-colored 
type. This territory, as we shall see, was 
heavily drawn on for stocking the Re- 
public of Texas. 

As the nineteenth century advanced, no 
| chronicler used the adjective “black” to 
describe Texas cattle in general. The 
horns grew longer, the bodies heavier and 
rangier, the variations in color unlimit- 
ed. At the same time, remnants of the 
wild cattle were found up the Nueces and 
elsewhere until the country was fenced. 


'n the popular mind buffaloes by the 
multiplied millions are indelibly associat 
ed with the Great Plains, but the plenti 
ful herds that once roamed between Buf 
falo on Lake Erie and Buffalo Mills on 
the southern line of Pennsylvania have

the remembrance of a vaster and more 
history-compelling breed.
